Water  Supply.  I’lie  Suncierliinci  and  South  Shields  Water  Com- 
pany supplies  the  Bnroug-li  witli  a piped  supply  of  water  which  is  satis- 
factorily constant  in  qutintity  and  (|uality. 

Service  pipes  are  laid  on  to  all  premises  within  the  Borough^  but  in 
a proportion  of  the  older  dwelling-  houses  the  pipes  ate  carried  only  into 
the  yards,  anil  not  actually  into  the  houses.
